f  Tho  Craigs  and  Strayhorns  settled  in  Orange  County*  North- 
Carolina*  near  New  Hope  Crook*  after  living  awhile  in  the  Haw- 
Fields  neighborhood®  They  wore  Scotch*  and  came  from  Northern 
Ireland  by  way  of  Pennsylvania®  How  long  they  regained  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  io  not  known—  a  few  months  or  a  few  years*  probably 

/ 

between  1736  and  1741 0 

Dr*  Bo  I®  Craig*  in  his  History  of  New  Hope  Church „  says: 
this  time  and  long  bafere*  Scotland  was  th©  sceno  of 
endless  commotions*  oppressions*  tyranny  and  bloodshed*  arising 
from  attempts  to  suppress  conscientious  convictions  of  truth 
and  liberty*  and  many  of  the  Scotch*  who  war©  almost  exclusively 
Presbyterians*  first  fled  to  Holland  and  thane©  to  Ireland* 
where  they  remained  a  number  of  years,  when,  by  fresh  oppressions 
they  were  driven  to  seek  religious  liberty  in  another  dims;  and, 
coming  directly  from  Ireland  to  this  country*  they  were  called 
,Scotoh-Irleho  *  This  was  the  original  stock  of  the  New  Hope  con- 
gregaticno  They  wore  of  th©  moat  fearless  character*  and  ac¬ 
customed  to  the  severest  hardships®  They  were  unpretentious  in 
their  manners  and  customs*  and  most  uni  oar  nod*  but  as  un¬ 
bending  as  iron  pillars  in  trio ir  religious  sentiments©**

The  Craigs  and  Strayhorns  emigrated  to  America  around  1747* 
after  tho  disastrous  battle  of  Cui laden®  Landing*  it  is  thought 
in  Philadelphia  *  they  located  and  lived  for  a  short  v/hile  in 
Pennsylvania*  where  they  wore  under  tho  ministry  of  the 
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Rev*  James  Campbell* 

The  earliest  known  Strayhorn  was  the  father  of  Gilbort©  Ho  x:as 
a  Scotoman  who  immigrated  to  Dauphin  County,  Pennsylvania,  lato  In  tho 
seventeenth  or  early  in  the  eighteenth  ..century*  He  settled  about  twclv 

miles*  east  of  Harrisburg©  The  original  spelling  of  the  name  was

Streaurhan  or  Stroaghan*  On  seme  old  deeds  it  is  Strean  and  Strain© 
Gilbert  changed  it  to  Strayhorn  ^to  make  it  sound  ©,r 

According  to  Dp»  Craig,  "Pennsylvania  was  at  this  time  sorely 
tried  by  the  French  and  Indian  wars,  and  it  was  chiefly  en  account 
of  hostile  Indians  that  they  fled  to  North  Carolina©  It  was  in 

.t 

midwinter  and  as  thoy  passed  through  Virginia  seme  of  the  rivers 
were  so  completely  frozen  up  that  they  drove  their  teams  over  them 
on  the  solid  ice©  They  refused  to  stop  in  Virginia,  chiefly  because 
tho  established  church  was  there  in  full  force©**  (page 

Thoy  located  first  in  the  old  Haw  Fields  of  Orange  County;  but, 

0 

finding  the  titles  to  the  lends  were  in  dispute,  they  removed  to 
the  waters  of  New  Hope  in  Grange  County,  and  permanently  located 
between.  Hillsboro  and  Chapel  Kill,  about  1752©  A  Strayhorn  deed 
recorded  in  1754  states  that  the  adjoining  land  is  owned  by 
William  Craig©  * 

The  father  of  Gilbert  Strayhorn  mentioned  above  was  ?Tone  of 

the  original  founders  of  tho  New  Hopo  church,  and  it  is  not  at  all 

improbable  that  ho  was  on©  of  the  original  founders  of  tho  Hawfields 

church  at  an  earlier  date©  It  was  about  twenty  or  twenty-five 

years  after  his  birth  in  Pennsylvania  that  a  number  of  families, 

all  of  tho  Scotch-Irlah  stock,  and  bound  together  by  the  ties  of

Kelsons,  the  HIteholls,  tho  Jchnstozis,  and  others o  I  am  almost 
certain  tho  Craigs,  Blackwoods  and  Kirklands  and  perhaps  the 
Freelands  came  across  tho  Atlantic  In  the  same  vessel,  for  tho y 
Boom  to  have  been  connected  in  tho  old  country,  and  did  not  sep¬ 
arate  after  landing  in  America  until  they  were  settled”  Ibid® 
Tho  time  of  tho  landing  Is  uncertain—  not  earlier 
than  1736,  not  later  than  1741 0  ( Ibido ) 

Lefler,  in  his  History  of  North  Carolina,  pages  77-78, 
traces  the  route  taken  by  the  Scotch— Irish  coming  t©  Orange 
County*  nHo?/  did  these  thousands  of  Pennsylvania  emigres— 
Scotch-Irish,  Germans,  Welsh,  and  others—  ’with  her  so  and 
wagon  and  cattle,  *  roach  their  destinations  in  tho  North 
Carolina  back  country?  They  made  their  southward  trek  over  *Tho 
Groat  Philadelphia  Wagon  Road,  7  frequently  called  ’the  bad  read, T 
which  began  at  the  Schuylkill  River  Ferry  opposite  Philadelphia, 
ran  west  through  Lancaster  to  Harris’s  Ferry  on  the  Suaquehenna, 
thence  through  York  to  Williams*  Ferry  on  tho  Potomac,  whore  it 
entered  the  ’Croat  Valley  of  Virginia,*  passing  through  Winchest¬ 
er  ,  Strasburg,  Staunton,  crossing  the  James  River  at  present 
Buchanan,  and  turning  almost  duo  south  to  tho  sit®  of  present 
Roanoke ;  thence  eastward  through  the  Staunton  Gap  of  the  Blue 
Ridgo,  thonce  southward,  crossing  tho  Blacks/at er, .  Irvine,  and 
Pan  rivers,  and  thence  to  Y/achovia  on  a  tributary  of  tho  Yadkin— 
and,  after  about  1756,  on  to  Salisbury®”' 
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North  Caroline?’©  Governor  Dobbs,  himself  a  native  of  Ireland , 
protested  against  Great  Britain1 a  discriminatory  Navigation  Acta* 
nK  special  grievance  growing  out  of  tho  restrictions  upon  trade 
with  Ireland  was  that  Immigrants  sacking  this  province'  wore  obliged.

In  the  early  days  of  Orange  County  tho  roa-'s  wer©  mere  Indian 
paths,  and  the  one  between  New  Hop©  and  tho  Hawfle.fia  settlements 
was  distinguished  by  notches  in  the  trees®  Y.’lld  3Wln©  roamed  the 
woods  and  fed  on  acorns  and  fruit® 

Stories  have  been  handed  down  In  tho  Craig  family  of  hearing  : 
at  night  tho  wolves1  and  tho  panthers1  cries,  also  of  entert*. ining 
Daniel  Boons  as  he  started  west  from  Hillsboro®  LaVer  gusstsj  even 
th®  famous  Siamese  Twins® 

Gilbert”  Strayhcrn  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  in  3715,  came  to 

Hawfiolde  In  1740,  and  moved  to  New  Hop©  in  1742®  lie  had  two

brothers,  and  was  a  tailor  by  trade®  He  was  a  Revolutionary 
soldier,  receiving  a  wound  at  th©  battl®  of  Cowpsna®  It  was  he  who 
changed  th®  spelling  of  tho  family  name®  He  married  Hargaret  Rcu., 
of  Pennsylvania,  daughter  of  the  widow  Hunter® 

Th©  Craig  found  or  of  th©  line  in  Grange  County  was  Y»IlXi&m 
Craig©,  who  was  born  In  Scotland  ( 7) ®  He  bought  land  from  th©  Earl 
of  Granville,  settled,  lived,  and  died  about  two  or  three  miles  west
